Seniors,  1953  ...  a  title  that  is  the  fulfillment  of  a  long-cherished 
dream.  Born  in  a  depression,  reared  during  a  war,  and  spectators  at 
the  birth  of  the  Atomic  Age  could  well  be  a  brief  chronicle  of  our  first 
seventeen  years.  Yet  being  the  witnesses  of  these  great  events  has 
made  us  realize  that  we  face  deadly,  serious  business  once  we  have  re- 
moved our  mortar  boards  and  put  our  diplomas  in  a  drawer.  Because 
of  this  realization,  we've  wanted  to  live  our  high  school  years  to  the 
fullest.  In  tabulating  the  results  of  four  years'  efforts  toward  this  end, 
we  find  that  we  have  exceeded  all  expectations. 

We  have  discovered  that  the  average  senior  has  taken  a  total  of 
forty  final  examinations,  untold  hundreds  of  tests,  and  countless  "quiz- 
zes." Since  his  freshman  year,  a  senior  has  spent  1512  hours  in  school. 
Approximately  two  hundred  and  thirty-two  hours  were  spent  studying 
at  home,  one  hundred  and  fifty  hours  watching  television,  and  three 
hundred  more  hours  were  spent  talking  on-  the  telephone. 

We  find  that  a  senior  has  attended  twenty-six  football  games  in 
four  years,  yelled  at  fifty  basketball  games  and  four  tourneys,  and  gone 
to  sixty -eight  pep  sessions.  The  seniors  have  read  one  hundred  and 
twenty-eight  issues  of  the  school  paper,  and  taken  part  in  the  produc- 
tions of  "Our  Hearts  Were  Young  and  Gay,"  "The  Three  Musketeers," 
"Red  Mill,"   and  "She  Stoops  To  Conquer." 

The  average  senior  went  to  approximately  five  formal  dances  a 
year.  The  Swingheart  Sway,  All-City  Prom,  Christmas  Formal,  Junior 
Prom,  and  the  Senior  Prom  were  the  most  popular  dances  of  the  year. 

A  senior's  leisure  hours  were  often  spent  at  Saturday  night  movie 
dates,  parties,  and  in  the  summer,  miniature  golf  and  swimming.  Sta- 
tistics have  also  shown  that  an  exchange  of  rings,  medals,  bracelets, 
and  sweaters  between  members  of  the  class  have  occurred  on  the  av- 
erage of  twice  a  year. 

A  few  statistics  have  shown  how  wonderful  these  past  four  years 
have  been.  The  seniors  last,  quite  unstatistical  message  to  all  of  you 
is,  "Thanks  for  helping  us  make  our  years  at  Riley  so  great  .  .  ."

Coach  Spike  Kelly's  Wildcats  opened  the  1952  seas- 
on with  a  hard-fought  26  to  0  win  over  a  game,  but 
outclassed  Adams  Eagle  eleven.  Jack  Kudlaty  had  the 
honor  of  scoring  Riley's  first  touchdown  of  the  seas- 
on early  in  the  second  quarter,  when  he  grabbed  Bill 
Denney's  pass  after  it  had  been  batted  into  the  air 
by  and  Adams  defender.  Aerials  also  figured  in  Ri- 
ley's second  score.  Tex  Galloway  heaving  a  fifteen 
yarder  to  Fred  Odusch  for  six  more  points.  Later  in 
the  second  period  Captain  Tom  O'Brien  scooped  up 
an  Adams  fumble  and  raced  thirty  yards  for  Riley's 
third  score  of  the  quarter.  Denney  made  good  on  the 
last  two  tries  for  extra  points,  and  the  Wildcats  left 
the  field  at  halftime  holding  a  comfortable  20  to  0 
margin.

Wildcats  reach  season's  high  against  LaPorte 
After  a  scoreless  first  period,  the  Riley  Wildcats 
went  to  work  and  really  sliced  up  the  LaPorte  Slicers, 
33  to  0.  The  Wildcats  first  score  came  in  the  second 
period  on  an  eighty-three  yard  march,  with  Denney 
going  over  the  last  five  yards.  Later  in  the  period, 
Ernie  Reed  picked  up  a  loose  ball  on  the  LaPorte 
forty-six  and  raced  all  the  way  for  the  T.D.  Galloway 
added  the  extra  point.  In  the  third  period,  the  Wild- 
cats marched  sixty  yards  for  their  third  score,  with 
Vincek  scoring  from  the  two.  and  Galloway  again 
adding  the  extra  point.  Later  in  the  quarter,  a  host 


of  Riley  linemen  swarmed  in  to  block  a  Slicer  punt. 
Bob  Cira  picked  up  the  ball  and  raced  the  remaining 
five  yards  for  the  score.  With  a  minute  remaining. 
Denney  scored  his  second  touchdown  on  a  two-yard 
plunge. 

Cats  clobbered  by  City  in  final  game 

Playing  without  the  services  of  four  regulars,  the 
Riley  Wildcats  finished  the  season  by  bowing  to  the 
Michigan  City  Red  Devils,  34  to  0.  Riley  made  only 
two  serious  threats  during  the  entire  game.  In  the 
second  quarter  they  marched  to  the  Devil's  nineteen. 
only  to  have  a  pass  intercepted,  and  late  in  the  third 
period  they  got  to  the  City's  nine  yard  line  before 
penalties  stopped  them.  The  Red  Devils  capitalized 
on  breaks  to  score  four  of  their  touchdowns.  Three 
intercepted  passes  and  a  fumble  spelled  doom  for 
Riley.

Riley  trailed  all  the 
way,  by  as  much  as  fifteen  points  at  one  time.  With 
one  minute  left,  they  narrowed  the  margin  to  58-57. 
only  to  be  shut  out  from  then  on.  The  68  fouls  called 
against  both  sides  in  this  game  set  a  new  John  Ad- 
ams Auditorium  record. 

Riley  60.  Central  45 
The  Cats  registered  their  third  win  in  a  row  over 
the  Bears,  and  regained  a  tie  for  the  conference  lead. 
Riley  jumped  to  a  14  point  lead,  and  then  held  it 
most  of  the  way.  With  1 :41  left  to  play.  Central  nar- 
rowed the  count  to  49-45  before  Riley  hit  eleven 
straight  points.  Overholser  led  the  Cats  with  23  points 
in  beating  the  State  Champs. 

Riley  67.  Culver  47 
The  Wildcats  broke  Culver's  13  game  win  streak, 
but  the  Indians'  star  player,  Jim  Kowatch,  saw  little 
action  due  to  a  first  period  knee  injury.  Reserves  fin- 
ished out  the  second  half  for  Riley.  Kudlaty  and  Ov- 
erholser with   13  and   12  respectively  led  the  Cats.

The  Cats  were  knocked  out  of  the  loop  lead  by  the 
John  Adams  Eagles,  in  perhaps  the  most  frustrating 
game  of  the  season.  After  trailing  53  to  44,  Riley 
came  back  to  53-50  with  1:18  left  to  play,  only  to 
have  the  Eagles  retain  possession  for  the  final  min- 
ute. Joe  Lee  led  the  Wildcats  with  14  points. 

Riley  52,  Hammond  Clark  55 
Riley  outhit  Clark  from  the  floor,  but  sensational 
free  throw  shooting  by  Hammond  spelled  the  differ- 
ence. The  Cats  trailed  most  of  the  way,  but  came  up 
to  52  to  50  in  the  closing  seconds.  That,  however, 
was  the  closest  they  came.  Overholser  led  Riley  with 
17  points. 

Riley  52,  Elkhart  55 
The  Blue  Blazers  killed  the  Wildcats'  chances  of 
winning  the  title  by  dropping  them  in  one  of  the 
most  thrilling  contests  of  the  season.  Riley  trailed 
most  of  the  way,  at  one  time  losing  by  as  much  as 
12  points.  The  Cats  put  on  a  determined  last  period 
comeback,  and  with  the  score  standing  at  54  to  52 
against  them  and  12  seconds  left  to  play,  gained  con- 
trol of  the  ball.  However,  a  long  shot  went  astray, 
and  Elkhart  got  the  ball  for  the  last  seconds.  Over- 
holser hit  16  to  lead  the  Cats. 

Riley  70,  Goshen  51 
Goshen   stayed  with  the  Cats  for  the  first   quarter, 
but  that  was  all.  Everyone  played  in  the  contest,  with 
Charlie  Hunt  hitting  23  for  high-scoring  honors. 


Riley  57,  Washington-Clay  54 
The  Colonials  threw  a  scare  into  the  Wildcats,  but 
the  Cats  came  through  in  the  last  period  to  win.  Riley 
held  various  leads  throughout  the  game,  only  to  have 
sensational  Clay  shooting  bring  the  Colonials  back. 
Joe  Lee  iced  the  game  with  two  free  throws  in  the 
final  five  seconds.  Lee  and  Overholser,  with  fifteen 
points  apiece,  led  the  Cats. 

Riley  72,  Michigan  City  62 
The  Wildcats  gained  a  tie  for  third  place  in  the 
Eastern  NIHSC  by  whipping  a  well-regarded  Red  Dev- 
il team.  Riley  held  a  lead  of  15  points,  only  to  see  it 
dwindle  to  one  under  City's  pressure  defense.  The 
Cats  hit  20  in  the  last  frame  to  win.  Joe  Lee  hit  20 
to  pace  Riley. 

Riley  50,  Central  54 

After  32  minutes  of  action-packed  drama,  the  Ri- 
ley Wildcats  ended  the  1952-53  basketball  season. 
Both  teams  showed  the  effects  of  nervousness,  with 
ragged  play  being  the  result.  Riley  led  at  halftime, 
26  to  21.  but  they  couldn't  hold  it  against  the  deter- 
mined Bears.  The  only  bright  spot  for  the  Wildcats 
was  Buddy  Overholser's  three-fourths  of  the  length 
shot,  which  tied  the  score  at  the  end  of  the  third  pe- 
riod. Joe  Lee  took  scoring  honors  in  the  last  game 
of  the  season  with  thirteen  points.  South  Bend  Cen- 
tral went  on  to  win  the  city's  first  State  Championship. 

Thus  ended  one  of  the  most  exciting  basketball 
seasons  in  the  annals  of  Riley  High  School.  The  Wild- 
cats, under  Coach  Stewart,  finished  the  season  with 
a  fine  record  of  thirteen  won,  eight  lost.

Of  1,640  students  in  Riley  High  School,  1,410  were  Underclassmen.

However,  the  Underclassman  is  a  com- 
plex individual  and  thus  passes  through  several  stages  before  becom- 
ing eligible  to  the  exalted  state  of  seniority.
